cause of their strategic locations. De­

In his message the president says 
our coast defenses, as Hun existed in 
18(H), were not surpassed, in efficiency 
by those of anj country, but within a 
few years the introduction of rilled 
cai.non and armor in the navies of ti"'1 
world, against which the smooth bor^ 
guns were practically useless, render­ 
ed them obsolete. 
For many years 
no attem pt was made to remedy the 
deficiency of these seacoast fortifica­ 
tions, 
but the act 
of congress 
ap­ 
proved March 3, 1885, provided that 
the 
president of 
the United 
St.'Hot 
should appoint a 
board to ex unine 
and report at what ports fortifications 
or other defenses were most urgently 
required, the character and kind of 
defenses best adapted to each, with 
reference to armam ent, tile utilization 
of tori edoes, mines and oilier defen­ 
sive appliances. 


W o rk of the Endicott Board. 


The 
board, organized 
under the 
foregoing provision of law, popularly 
known as the Endicott board, in us 
report of Jan. 23, I SXL, cited Hie prin­ 
ciples on which any system of const 
defense should be based, and clearly 
stated that the necessity of having our 
important 
strategic and commercial 
centers made secure against naval at 
tack. 
In determining the ports Urn! 
w ere in urgent need of defense, sine 1 
a Beet did not exist for the protection 
of the merchant marine, fortifications 
were provided at every harbor of im­ 
portance along the coast and at sev­ 
eral of tile lake ports. 
While the 
details of the 
scheme 
I ec<unmended by the—Endicott board 
have been departed from, in making 
provision for later 
developments of 
war material, the true value of its re­ 
port lies in the fact that it sets forth 
a definite and intelligible plan upon 
which the very 
important work of 
coast 
defense 
should proceed 
and 
which is as applicable today as when 
formulated. 
The president says the insular pos 
sessions cannot 
be held unless 
the 
principal ports, naval bases and coal­ 
ing stations are fortified before the 
outbreak of w'ar. These considerations 
led him to appoint 
a joint board of 
officers of the army and navy “to rec­ 
ommend 
the 
arm am ent, fixed 
and 
floating, mobile torpedoes, submarine 
mines and all other 
defensive appli­ 
ances that may be necessary to com­ 
plete the harbor defense with the most 
economical 
and 
advantageous 
ex­ 
penditures of money.” 


Entrance to Chesapeake Bay. 
“The 
board,” the president 
says, 
‘■'has completed its Labors and its re­ 
port, together with a letter of traits 
n.dttal by the secretary 
of war, is 
herewith transm itted for the informa­ 
tion of Hie congress. 
It is to be noted 
that the entrance to Chesapeake bay, 
not heretofore recommended 
or au­ 
thorized by congress, is added to tho 
list of ports in the United States to 
he defended with the important rea- 
^ sons therefor, clearly stated; that the 
gun defense proper is well advanced 
toward completion, and that the great­ 
er part of 
the estim ate is 
for new- 
work or gun defense, for the accesso­ 
ries now so necessary for efficiency 
and 
for 
allowance 
of 
ammunition 
which, added to that already on hand, 
will 
give the minimum 
supply that 
should be kept in reserve to success­ 
fully meet any sudden attack.

estim ates of the board it appears that 
a complete

In conclusion, tho president says: 
“The necessity for a complete and 
adecpiate system of coast doff nae is 
greater tod a;, than twenty years ago, 
for the increased wealth of the c o u n ­ 
try offers more tempting inducements 
to attack and a hostile fleet can reach 
our coast in a much shorter period of 
time. 
Tile fact that we now have a 
navy does not in anywise diminish the 
importance of coast defenses- on the 
contrary, that fact emphasizes their 
value and 
necessity for 
their con­ 
struction. 
It is an 
accepted naval 
maxim that a navy 
can t a used to 
strategic advantage only when acting 
on the offensive and it can be free to 
so operate only after 
our coast de­ 
fense 
is reasonably 
secure 
and so 
recognized by the country. 
It was due 
to the securely defended condition of 
the Japanese ports that the Japanese 
fleet was free to seek out and watch 
its 
proper objective—the 
Russian 
fleet—without fear of interruption or 
recall to guard its home ports against 
raids by the 
Vladivostok squadron. 
This, one of the most valuable lessons 
of tile late war in the East, is worthy 
of serious consideration by our coun­ 
try with its extensive coast line, its 
many important harbors and its many 
wealthy manufacturing coast cities. 
“The security and protection of our 
interests require the completion of the 
defenses of mr coast and tile accom­ 
panying plan 
merits and 
should re­ 
ceive the generous support of the con 
gress.” 
In Ii is 
letter transm itting 
the re­ 
port of the 
board to the 
president. 
Secretary Taft says that the board 
estim ates Hie cost of completing the 
defenses at about $50,879,399, or $22,- 
890,LOO less than the sum proposed by 
the Endicott hoard.
